RWER BARGE LINE WINS 
JOINT RAIL RATE FIGHT 


C. C. Orders Carriers to 
Route Shipments by Water on 
Shippers’ Instructions.

WASHINGTON, 30.—Rall- 
‘roads serving Upper Mississipp! 
‘River territory must establish joint 
rates for the transportation of 
‘freight over the newly instituted 
iUpper Mississippi River barge line, 
it was decided today by the In- 

terstate Commerce Commission. 
| In making the rates for service 
jover the barge line, the commission 
Y ifurther held, a differential of 156 
| per cent under the all-rail charge 
jmust be allowed for transportation 
between Dubuque, Ia., and the Twin 
Cities in Minnesota. 
| The barge line contention, 

backed by the shippers in Minne- 

sota and other Northwestern 
| points, was for a differential of 20 
per cent for the water route under 
the Dubuque-Twin Cities rail 
charge. but the commasion held 
that a 15 per cent figure would be 
-| fair. Railroads at the outset of 
_the proceedings refused to maxe 
any joint rates for transportation 
over the barge lines and opposed 
in particular any grant of a lower 
differential in the freight charges 
on the water route. 

River Routing on Order. 

By the finding of the commis- 
Sion today, the railroads engaged 
in handling traffic from Indiana, 
Illinois and Missouri points to the 
Twin Cities and Fargo, N. D., must 
| provide for the routing of ship- 
ments over the barge line at ship- 
| pers’ instructions. 

The barge lines will operate from 
Dubuque to the Twin Cities and 
| pick up or deliver to railroads 
‘shipments at either end of its 
routes. 

The rate reduction will apply 
only to the factor of the whole 
rate which incorporates the cost of 
transportation between Dubuque 
and the Twin Cities. 

The commission also laid down 
rules arranging for the division of 
joint rates as between the branch 
lines and the raliroada.

IN 12 YEARS

Flight to Naples If It Is 
Necessary. * 


LAVA STREAM é 
FLOWS FROM CRATER 


Terrific Detonations as 
Burning Fragments Are 
Hurled in Air— Thousands 
View Spectacle. 


By the Associated Press. 
NAPLES, Italy. July 30.—In the 


throes of its most violent eruption 
in 12 years. Mount Vesuvius this 
morning hurled hundreds of tons of 
incandescent fragments far into the 
air, while a buge stream of lave 
crept over;the edge of the crater 
into “The Valley of Hell” towards 
the Bay of Naples. 

Although Prof. Alessandro Mal- 
ladra, head of the observatory. de- 
clared that there was no imminent 
danger, the population of the towns 
of Torre Annunziata and Torre del 
Greco and residents of the region 
lying below the valley began to 
make preparations for a quick 
flight to Naples shovid the column 
of lava continue its downward 
course to their homes. 

The low point at which the lava 
is finding exit from the crater is 
covered already by the hardened 
flow of Nov. 3, 1926. but the extent 
and force of the present flow of 
flaming material has not been 


equaled since Jan. 2, 1916. 

All night long there were violent 
explosions, accompanied by the 
hurling of burning fragments from 
the crater which continued at a 
rate of several every minute. A 
column of pink  flame-flacked 
smoke, rising to a bank of ominous 
clouds, was outlined against the 
blackness of the sky. Thousands 
of people remained awake most of 
the night to watch the epectacie,

The Prohibition Service contends, 
however, that since Haley is en 
efficient officer and since the bar 
against his reappointment is a reg- 
ulation only, and not a  °sta- 
tute, it should be waived in this 
case. Republican leaders in Mis- 
souri, including many Congress- 
men, have brought pressure to bear 
to force the Civil Service Commis- 
sion to change its ruling. 

Civil service officials have stated 
that congressional influence will 
carry little weight with the Com- 
mission. It also is rare that the 
appeal board of the Commission 
sees fit to overrule the decisions of 
the field agents.
